ACTION IS URGED 

An interested group of citizens 
has studied the housing situation 
in the Mexican districts here and 
spokesmen for this group were in 
the city hall last night to urge 
the council to authorize forma- 
tion of the “Authority”. G. A. 
Hanson and Mrs. Douglas Black 
briefly described some of the hous- 
ing conditions here and in general 
the situation was referred to as 
“deplorable”. Pictures of some of } 
the dwellings, taken by Mrs. 
Black, were presented to the coun- | 
cilmen. i 

In authorizing appointment of 
the housing group, the council- 
men are not making any obliga- | 
tion other than to provide an op- | 
portunity for full study of. the 
housing situation. The “housing 
authority”, however, will have full 
power and may, if it sees fit, ap- 
ply to the federal government for 
funds to start a project of “re- 
building the Mexican settlements”. : 

Councilmen G. A. Andreas and 
Eugene Nisbet sponsored the mo- 
tion to establish the housing au- 
thority.

Chaffey Officials Study Ways 
Of Operating and Meeting 
New Requirement

The Chaffey board of trustees 
Tuesday devoted its attention to 
ways and means of keeping the 
budgets..of next year from soar- 
ing. “The problem,” stated N. E. 
Trautman, president of the board, 
‘fg this: Services which for years 
have been conducted by the stu- 
dent bodies are now being forced 
by law upon our school districts. 
It is an extension of those pau- 
perizing laws which are _ every- 
where squandering public furds.’’ 

AS an example of this, it was 
pointed out that the county’ dis- 
trict attorney had so interpreted 
the law as to make it necessary |. 
for the board to maintain the 
Chaffey plunge rather than to let 
it be cared for by the student 
body. Similarly the board has 
been enjoined from collecting fees 
for padlocks rented to the stu- 
dents for the protection of book 
lockers. All athletic supplies, 
likewise, the board has been in- | 
structed must be furnished by the | 
district at no cost to the students. | 

The board was unable to as- | 
certain how much this change of | 
procedure will add to the budget, 
but it is believed that it will be 
in excess of $8000. The only way 
to avoid this cost is to ask the 
students to furnish their own 
locks or have unprotected book 
lockers. In the physical education 
department, the students would 
furnish their own towels and pro- 
vide for their laundry. 

“The board,” stated President 
Trautman, “is not in favor of such 
legislation which, it feels, is not 
in the best interest of the tax- 
payers as it makes it impossible 
to run an institution economical- 
ly.” 

It was decided by the board to 
limit the night classes next year 
as far as possible, with the ex- 
ception of physical education and 
aviation to the evenings of Mon- 
day and Wednesday. The pro- 
gram will start one month after 
school opens and closes one month 
before the end of the academic 
year. These changes will elim- 
inate small classes and lessen the 
cost of building upkeep and ad- 
ministration.

Lawrence Hendrickson of 
Upland was in attendance and he 
reported the general theme dis- 
cussed was the public’s disregard 
of the law requiring motorists to 
stop when a school bus is stopped. 

The drivers heard of a recent 
incident in Chino when a motor- 
ist ignored the law and continued 
past the bus while children were 
getting off. The law Specifies that 
motorists behind a school bus are 

t= stop when the bus stops and 

“then continue not faster than 10 
miles an hour”. 

Need for the public’s coopera- 
tion was pointed out because the 
safety of children is involved. 

It was also emphasized, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hendrickson, that a 
school bus driver should at no 
time, either at home or while on 
duty, imbibe intoxicating liquor 
because of its effect on one’s abil- 
ity to act judiciously and quickly 
in emergencies.
